INTERNAL AFFAIRS. 


At the date of the last Annual Report there were 202 patients re- 
maining in the Hospital. During the year just closed 42 have been 
admitted, and 37 have been discharged or have died, leaving 207 re- 
maining in the Hospital at the close of the year. 

The whole number under treatment during the year was $44; the 
average daily number 205. 

Notwithstanding most of the wards are greatly crowded, the sanitary 
condition of the Hospital has been good throughout the entire year, no 
general sickness prevailing. The deaths that have occurred, have been 
from causes peculiar to each individual case, 


FINANCES.

The total current expenses for the year have been $25,008 94, being 
an average cost of $122 per annum for each patient, or $2 34 per capita 
per week.

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On Ше 3d of March, 1870, the Legislature appropriated $2,500 as а 
special fund for the transportation of patients. 

The- whole of this sum has been drawn from the State Treasury, and 
$1,483 93 of it expended for the purpose for which it was appropriated, 
leaving a balance of $1,016 07 unexpended in the hands of the Treasurer 
of the Hospital. 

The $800 appropriated at the same time to enlarge and improve the 
laundry apparatus and fixtures, has been drawn from the State Treasury, 
but has not been expended, owing to the constant and unremitting atten- 
tion Dr. Hills has been compelled to give to matters of greater import- 
ance. It is intended as soon as the Doctor can spare sufficient time from 
other duties, to enable him to give his personal attention and supervision 
to the work, to have it done, and the funds will be needed and used for 
that purpose. | 

It will be observed Ше average current expenses for the year just 
closed, have been slightly reduced below what they were for the year 
ending September 30, 1869, giving evidence of continued, careful and 
judicious management, and the most exact economy on the part of the 
Superintedent and Matron, and their Assistants. It is not expected, 
however, that this very low average will be maintained in the future, 
and therefore the estimate for current expenses for the ensuing year, will 
be made on an average somewhat higher. 

Should the expectations of the Building Committee and the Superin- 
tendent be realized with regard to the progress of the work on the centre 
building now under construction, and it should Бе во far completed by 
January next, as to be in a condition to be occupied by the family and 
for office purposes, we will then be able to receive about 43 additional 
patients, which will increase the number to 250, and provision should 
be made for the support of this number from that time forward.

We desire to state distinctly, that this sum of $37,750 is in addition to 
ihe balances now in the hands of the officers of the Hospital, and the 
' full amount of the balance of the appropriation made March 3, 1870, 
now ‘undrawn and remaining in the Treasury of the State, which last 
named sums, amounting as we state them, to $20,934 78, to account of - 
“ Current Expense Fund,” and $1,016 07 to account of “ Transportation 
Fund,' will be needed to defray the current expenses of the Hospital, 
and the transportation of patients between this date and the 4th of 
March, 1871. 
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In ‘our last report we stated that there was then remaining in the 
State Treasury а balance of $3,500 of the appropriation for current ex- 
penses, made March 4, 1869, and that that sum as well as the balànce 
then in the hands of the officers of the Hospital would be needed, and 
would be barely sufficient to pay expenses until the Legislature would 
probably make another appropriation. That balance of $3,500 was.ac- 
cordingly drawn by our Treasurer from the Treasury of the State be- 
tween the 1st of October and the 5th of November, 1869, and although 
drawn by virtue of а former appropriation, we have recently been noti- 
fied by the Auditor that he has charged that sum so drawn against the 
appropriation of $31,200, made; March 3, 1870, and that instead of re- 
ceiving the full amount of that appropriation, we are to receive but 
$27,700, ТЕ this ruling of the Auditor is adhered to, it will become 
necessary for the Legislature to provide for the deficiency very soon after 
it assembles in January next, or serious embarrassment may result. 

The fiscal year ends September 30th, the Legislature meets in January, 
and the general appropriations are usually made just before the session 
closes. We respectfully suggest to your Excellency, that all appropria 
tions made for the current expenses of this "Hospital, and for the trans- 
portation of patients, be madé to run from the time they are made to 
the 1st day of March in the next succeeding year. 

Our estimate of $37,700 as above, is for the time Еа the 186 of 
March, 1871 and the 1st of March, 1872, assuming as we do that the 
funds now in the' hands of the officers of the Hospital, and that should 
be to its credit in the State Treasury, will be sufficient to meet expenses 
till the 1si of March, 1871, and that we may lawfully use them for that 
purpose. 

We append to this report, statements of the Treasurer's accounts, with 
the several * Funds," to which we respectfully refer. 


THE NECESSITY FOR ADDITIONAL ROOM. 


There is still а large number of lunatics in the jails of the various 
counties of the State, and a few in private families, awaiting admittance 
to the Hospital, апа who could be cared for here, more to their comfort, 
and with much less expense to the State than where they are, if there 
was room for them. New cases are of frequent occurrence; but owing to 
the overcrowded condition of the wards,.no more can be admitted, until 
vacancies occur by discharge or death, or until more room is provided by 
completing other portions of the building. As soon as the center build- 
ing is so far completed that the offices, and the sleeping apartments of 
the officers and family—which are now located in one of the sections de- 
signed for patients—can be removed into it, about 43 additional patients 
can be received as has been stated before, but there will still be a соп- 
siderable number unprovided for. The exact number we are not able to 
state. 


=> 
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With the center building fully completed, and the section adjoining it 
on the north, also constructed, it is believed that sufficient room would 
be secured to accommodate all the lunatics now in the State, and all new 
cases that would probably occur for the next four or five years, and the 
completion of the building might then be proceeded with more leisurely. 


WATER. 


In our report of last year, we stated the necessity for an abundant and 
never-failing supply of pure water for the Hospital and suggested a plan 
by which it might measurably be secured, and requested an appropria- 
tion of $5,000 to carry the plan into execution. As no appropriation was 
made, we beg leave to renew our recommendation, and to refer you to 
the statements and remarks made in ourlast report upon this subject, and 
io urge a careful consideration of them. То addition to what is there 
said, we will add that the past summer of 1870, has given us additional 
proof of the absolute necessity for the speedy adoption of some such plan 
as is there recommended. 

In every report we have made for several years, we have mentioned 
and urged the necessity of an appropriation of a small sum, say $500, 
for in-door amusements for the patients, but without success. We will 
do no more now than simply to recur to the subject, and express the re- 
gret that the Legislature has not deemed.it proper to meet this great 
need of the Hospital. 

For а more extended and detailed statement of the internal workings 
of ihe institution, we beg leave to refer you to the Annual Report of the 
Medical Superintendent, Dr. Hills, which is appended hereto. 

It gives us sincere regret to be under the necessity of saying here, that 
Dr. Hills has determined to withdraw in а few months from this time 
from the position he holds as Medical Superintendent of the Hospital. 
We have known for the last two years that he contemplated this step at 
an early day, and it has been alone, as we believe, through the earnest 
solicitation of the Board of Directors that he has consented to remain as 
long as he bas done. Dr. Hills came to our infant Hospital, organized 
and opened it in October 1864. Upon him"has devolved the great labor 
not only of superintending its internal operations, but the directing and 
superintending the fitting up of the various fixtures and conveniences 
necessary to adapt it to the uses for which it is intended. Не has ap- 
plied himself to his task with untiring devotion, and with a degree of 
success not often attained. 

In addition to his other duties he has, during the past season, filled 
the place of Architect and Building Superintendent проц the construc- 
tion of the centre building, now so rapidly approaching completion. 
Within the brief limits of this report, we cannot speak of the value of 
his services to the people of the Btate, in his admirable management of 
this institution, as those services deserve to be spoken of and commended. 
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For the good he has done, he must look for his deserved reward, beyond 
the poor measure of man's approval. 

Our regrets at the near approach of the retirement of Dr. Hills, is 
heightened by the certainty that we are, at the same time, to loose the 
services of his excellent wife, who has been Matron to the Hospital ever 
since the Doctor's connection with it. In the sphere in which she has 
acted, her duties have been no less ably performed, and scarcely of less 
value to the success of the institution, than those of the Doctor himself. 

In view of the efficiency of the Assistant Physician, Dr. A. H. Kunst, 
and his constantly increasing duties, and the inadequacy of his former 
salary, the Board has increased it to $1,500 per annum. 


CONSTRUCTION. 


By an Act passed February 26, 1870, the Legislature appropriated the 
sum of $60,000 for the further construction of the Hospital building. 
The Auditor having consented to “issue his warrant on the Treasury 
from time to time, upon the orders of the Board of Directors, for such 
sums as might be needed as the work should progress,"— as he was 
authorized to do by the second section of said Act,—in view of the 
pressing demand for additional room, the Board of Directors decided 
early in the spring to commence the construction -of the center building 
ав soon as the season would permit; and work was begun accordingly, 
early in April. 

This center building, as it is called, is 130 feet long, 72 feet wide and 
four stories high, and its erection next in the order of progress that had 
been followed in constructing the Hospital; the last section south of the 
center having been completed in 1868. The work was placed under the 
general direction of a Building Committee composed of Dr. Hills, the 
Medical Superintendent, and James L. Sandford and D. M. Bailey, two 
of the Directors; and under the direct supervision and management of 
Dr. Hills, as Superintendent of Construction. 

It is proper that we should state here, that Mesers. Sandford and Bailey 
have acted as members of the Building Committee without any compen- 
sation whatever, and Dr. Hills has performed this very laborious and 
responsible service without any compensation except what he receives ав 
Medical Superintendent. 

In consequence of work having been suspended for eighteen months, 
considerable preparation was necessary for an active resumption. 

Heretofore the stone for facing the outer walls was procured 2% 
quarries at а considerable distance from the building, and had 10 be 
hauled at а heavy expense. Upon resuming work last spring, one of the 
first things done, was to open а new quarry upon the grounds belonging 
to the Hospital, and distant only six hundred feet from the front of the 
building. Stone of а superior quality was procured, and a tramway 
laid down running from the quarry through the stone cutters’ sheds to 
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the building, and upon this the stone is being hauled by a single mule 
at comparatively small cost. 

А quarry of excellent lime-stone was opened on the hillside in the 
rear of the buildings, and also а new coal mine; both within the distance 
of one-third of a mile from the building. 

Extensive sheds for bricks, and two brick-kilns were ашый. and other 
preparations made, which have been sufficient, with one power-brick- 
machine and a small force of men and boys, to mould and burn one 
hundred thousand bricks per week, and to manufacture them very 
cheaply; and supply them as rapidly as needed. 

Upon examination it was discovered that some of the foundations that 
had been laid ten years ago, were insufficient to support the heavy walls 
that were io be built upon them, and they had to be strengthened, and in 
some places new ones put in. This occasioned some delay in beginning 
the superstructure. 

On the 17th of June the first stone was laid on the walls, and such has 
been the rapid progress of the work, tbat there is good grounds for belief 
that by the month of January next a portion of the building will be 
ready for occupancy. Such is the opinion of the Superintendent of 
Construction, Dr. Hills, and his energy in pushing the work, and the 
accuracy of his judgment, warrants us in giving expression to the 
expectation that it will be so, provided, the progress of the work is not 
embarrassed by the want of sufficient funds.

When the work was commenced in the spring, it was with the ехрес- 
tation. that funds would be furnished from the State Treasury, from 
time to Ише, as needed to carry on the work, to the full amount of the 
appropriation of $60,000, made February 26, 1870. 


tt 
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Up to this date $40,000 has been received, and we were, а short time 
since, notified by the Auditor, that “по more money will be paid for 
construction purposes till after the Legislature makes an appropriation," 
and aecordingly no more has been paid. 

This notice to us from the Auditor, came at a time when we were in- 
debted to а large amount to the mechanics and laborers employed on the 
work; and when the work itself was in such a condition that it would 
have been.impossible to suspend operations without serious loss to the 
State and actual damage to the building, the walls being then raised only 
to the second-story, and besides, having drawn but two-thirds of the ap- 
propriation of sixty thousand dollars, the Board could not understand 
the necessity for legislative action to entitle them to receive the remain- 
ing third. 

Under these embarrassing circumstances, when it seemed alike difficult 
to stand still or to advance, it was finally determined, after much delib- 
eration, to go on with the work, and, if possible, roof in the building 
and otherwise enclose it before winter should set in. | 

In order to do this it became necessary to have funds immediately, 
sufficient to discharge the then existing indebtedness. There being at 
Ше Ише а sum in the hands of the Hospital Treasurer, to the credit of 
Current Expense Fund, the Executive Committee borrowed of that fund 
the sum of $7,304 87, and applied it to the payment of the September 
pay-roll. 

` This borrowed money must soon be returned to its proper fund, as it 
will be needed for its legitimate purpose. 

The Directors still hope that the Auditor may yet be able and willing 
to come to their assistance, in a sum not only sufficient to enable them to 
refund what has been borrowed from Current Expense Fund, but to en- 
close the building and finish a few of the apartments, so they can be 
occupied at the earliest day possible. 

If the Auditor cannot give further aid, the Directors will feel at lib- 
erty to have recourse to the expedient of borrowing, until the residue of 
Ше appropriation of $60,000 can be paid by the State Treasury. 

It is by no means pleasant to the Directors to be compelled to resort 
to shifts like these to raise funds to carry оп а State work so necessary as 
this, but they believe it to be better to do that than to stop the work at 
its present stage. * | 

In addition to the $60,000 appropriated February 26, 1870, about 
$17,500 will be needed fully to complete and furnish the center building. 
The necessities of the Institution demand that it should be done at once. 

We also recommend and respectfully urge the erection next summer 
of the first section north ‘of the center. This section of the building, 
when built, will afford room for about one hundred patients, and will

* Norz.—At this date, November 17th, t the building is roofed in and enclosed, and in & few days 
plastering on a few of the rooms will begin 
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probably be sufficient to meet the want of hospital room for several years 
to come. Without it, all the insane of the State cannot have the benefit 
of hospital treatment. 

We estimate that $60,000 will be needed to construot it, and respect- 
fully suggest to your Excellency, that an appropriation of that sum be 
made for the purpose at the next session of the Legislature. 

Should the Legislature make an appropriation to continue the work as 
before suggested, there will be available to commence the work early next 
Spring: stone and lime-quarries and coal mine well opened and in good 
condition for working, 100,000 bricks already burnt, brick machine and 
sheds and fixtures for making brick cheaply, ropes, derricks, tools, &с., 
valued at $1,000, and three hundred saw-logs, now lying on the bank of 
the West Fork river. 

With the appropriation herein recommended, promptly made and 
paid as needed, the Directors believe that the section referred to might 
be completed, under good management, ready for occupancy, against 
March ог April, 1872. . 

We again commend the Institution and all its interests to the fostering 
care'of the State, and humbly invoke the blessings of the Supreme Ruler 
of the universe upon it, and all who are in зпу way connected therewith.

Our Hospital has been providentially favored with general good health 
and freedom from epidemies of any character during the past year. The 
deaths that we have had were nearly all of long standing chronic cases, 
and were ipevitable in their character, being mostly of consumption. 
The recoveries have been very limited, and must necessarily be so, as 
there are so very few that are favorable for recovery, In nearly all 
cases under treatment the insanity has been of several years standing ; 
some of them remarkably long. In one сазе the insanity is of nearly 
fifty years duration, and the age of the patient near eighty-five years. 


There have been few changes during the year because of the want of 
room for admissions. Мо male patient has been admitted since in the 
month of April, that department being crowded to excess. The especial 
reason for this was the necessity of taking the male patients from one of 
the wards they were occupying and crowding them into the remaining

There have continued to be numerous applications for admission, very 
few of which could be received. Some have been brought to our very 
doors that we were compelled to send home again, greatly to our regret, 
‚ but it was impossible to admit them. 5 

It is probable that there are now about one hundred who would be 
gent to the hospital promptly if it were known that they could be admit- 
ted, and somewhere from sixty to seventy-five of these are in the jails of 
the State. Some forty of these, it is hoped, will soon be provided for, 
giving us a total of two hundred and fifty patients, but the large number 
remaining must suffer and wait yet а while longer. 

"The principal statistical facts of the past year, and also of the entire 
period since the opening in 1863, are given in the following tables, We 
still think, as in the past, that more extended tables are unnecessary.

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OUR INDUSTRIAL OPERATIONS AND PRODUCTIONS OF FARM AND GARDEN. 


_ These productions have been very abundant during the past year. АП 
the ordinary vegetables to the full extent of the wants of the Hospital 
have been produced—potatoes to the extent of about five hundred 
bushels, and corn about the same; also а considerable quantity of oats 
and hay—allthe needed pasturage and corn fodder for our stock the 
entire winter. In the production of these our patients have voluntarily 
shared largely, and have undoubtedly, in consequence, been healthier, 
happier, more contented, and in better mental condition. With all the 
inereased liberty extended to the patients during the past year, we have 
had no elopement, nor any known attempt at one. 

Our opinion strengthens with our experience, that a very large propor- 
tion of the insane, where they are treated uniformly by the law of kind- 
ness, the great principle that distinguishes the management of modern 
asylums, their wants and desires being provided for—the home feeling 
being cultivated with the greatest care, especially with the chronic insane, 
а vast additional amount of useful light employment might be intro- 
duced into all our hospitals. "These would greatly diminish the mon- 
otony of asylum life, the listlessness, or the nervous restlessness that 
brings discontent, dissatisfaction, and worse than all, a nursing of delu- : 
sions that increases and perpetuates them, aiding of course to retard and 
prevent recovery, where it might be otherwise. 

What, for instance, should prevent the introduction of such extended 
farming operations with an increase of stock, as would yield not only all 
our vegetables, but also all our meats—beef, pork, bacon, mutton, 
poultry, our milk, and some of our butter, cheese and eggs, all of our 
hides for all our boots, shoes, slippers and harness leather—all our wool 
for stockings, flannels, blankets and jeans for men’s wear—all our flax for 
thread and cordage, linen for shirts, sheets, bed-ticks, table-cloths, towel- , 
ing, strong dresses, summer coats and pants for men. 

These productions, covering so largely as they do the most important 
wants of the Hospital, are every one of them the result of the simplest 
and easiest agricultural operations of tilling the soil, getting а breadth of 
good meadow and pasturage, and the simple shepherd duties of 
caring for cattle, hogs, sheep and poultry. These are proverbially the 
most productive of all known employments, in securing health, vigor, 
happiness, contentment, cheerfulness, a good appetite, sound sleep, a quiet 
conscience, and reverence for the Creator of this good world, and the 
good things in it. | 

These employments, all superintendents agree, are the very best for the 
insane, and a channel in which even a large portion of the quiet dements 
can be usefully trained and employed. 

But why not go farther and introduce employments that involve 
another principle, not only the direct supply of our own wants, but the 
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yielding of a cash return that would aid in procuring such foreign sup- 
plies as can only be, procured through that medium. For instance, 
in continuation of out-door employments, the devotion of а sufficient 
breadth of surface for a nursery of fruit trees, shrubs, vines and plants. 
With this might be connected a green house for propagating flowering 
plants, for our own use and forsale. An established arrangement for 
raising vegetable-and flower seeds, also would afford employment toa 
considerable number of both sexes, in raising, gathering, drying, packing 
and labeling them for market. To this could be added the raising and 
gathering, packing and labeling of medicinal herbs—making their 
extracts, distilling their oils, 

These are all simple operations, mostly in the open air, but with 
enough indoors for unpleasant days, and bad seasons. No capital is 
required, and the market is open and ample. As to а nursery and a seed 
establishment, there are none of any moment any where in West Virginia, 
ог at least in this section of it. 

For in-door work for the feniales and feeble ones, there is great variety, 
though we will instance but a single one as a sample, that of making 
paper boxes and bags, of which there is an endless variety wanted in the 
market, useful and ornamental, from a pill-box or seed bag, to а dressing 
box or flour bag. These are simple operations, cutting papers and past- 
ing only being required. 

А few employments only are cited to indicate what might be done. If 
they are remunerative to others, they can be madeto aid in defraying the 
expenses of lunatic asylums, while at the same time they assist in 
improving the physical and mental condition of the patients. 


OUR BUILDING OPERATIONS. 


It is becoming that we give & brief review of these, but in very gen- 
eral terms. Under the direction of the Building Committee operations 
were commenced as early in the season as practicable Much was 
required in the way of preparation. But few tools could be found, der- 
ricks were decayed and broken, ropes were.rotten, sheds wereto be built, 
а brick yard made, and s kiln constructed, lime stone was to be found 
and lime kilns reconstructed or repaired, а new quarry of building stone 
was to be found and opened, and a new coal mine also. These prepara- 
tions were all made, and the coal mine and quarries of building stone 
and of lime stone found where, with all the other facilities for building, 
the combination is perhaps unequalled in the world. This is saying 
much, but let us вее. Our building standg on the banks of the West 
Fork of the Monongahela, about six hundred feet distant from it, and a 
splendid quarry of fine grained blue sand stone has been opened on ite 
banks in our front. On the rear of our building, rising several hundred 
feet upward, is one of the green clad, grove shaded knobs or ridges of 
West Virginia. In & cozy nook of this we have opened the best lime 
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quarry known to this region, seven feet in thickness, and the lime made 
is almost hydraulie, and makes а strong, quick-hardening cement 
the close vicinity of this, is our new coal mine, in а vein of unusual thick- 
ness and the coal of good quality. Superior clay for the brick is in the 
close vicinity of the building, in banks that are required to be graded 
away. Excellant sand is obtained in the bed and banks of our river. ` 

Striking a circle with а radius of only one fourth of a mile, from the 
centre of our building—(the building itself being only a few feet short of 
one fourth of a mile in length,) the circle would enclose our building 
stone quarry, our limestone quarry, our clay banks, sand beds and coal 
mine; the product of the latter giving us our steam-power, for running 
а brick machine, that makes 25,000 brick per day—sawing our lumber 
and planing it, and furnishing the fuel for burning our brick, burning 
the lime, drying the lumber, ete. To this may be added, that the same 
‚ circle includes our extemporized boom, or its substitute, for detention of 
saw logs, for lumber, that 11 freshets of the river are floated to within 
our wonderful circle; thus completing the round of all the essential ele- 
ments of a grand stone structure. 

Where is there another such building, with as many important ele- 
ments within the sweep of a like radius ? 

These facilities have been used in the construction of our centre build- 
ing the past season, and such progress has been made, that wé feel a 
reasonable degree of certainty, that it will be so far finished, that it can 
be occupied in January next. If this should be realized, we can then 
admit about thirty more male patients, and ten or fifteen females, making 
two hundred and fifty in all. 


OUR ACKNOWLEDGMENTS, 


We have been made the recipients of many favors during the year, 
for which we desire to express our thanks—especially are we indebted 
- to the several clergymen of the vicinity, as well as several from abroad, 
for their gratuitous services upon the Sabbath. "The usual services of 
Prayer, reading, singing and preaching, have been observed on about 
four-fifths of the Sabbaths of the year. These services are attended, 
always voluntarily, by a large number of the insane, and they are always 
orderly, attentive, and many of them quite appreciative. These services 
have been rendered by clergymen of different denominations—Methodists, 
Episcopalians, Baptists, Presbyterians, principally ; though а few other 
denominations have been represented. We are very thankful for these 
services; are very sure Шеу“аге productive of good, and trust the time 
will come when greater rewards than thanks can be bestowed in return 
for them. 

We are under obligations, also,ffor continued supplies of several pub- 
lieations, Newspapers and Magazines within the State, and out of the 
state, and trust that the Hospital will be long remembered in this way. 


Me 
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To the various employees for the faithful discharge of their .duties, 
sometimes under trying circumstances, are we grateful. Itis only through 
the faithful performance of duties on the part of others, that the mana- 
gers of such institutions as this, can be successful. Whether in the army 
or a Hospital, it is the subordinate who makes or mars success. 

But to no one am I under greater obligations for aid, than to our 
Assistant Physician, Dr. A. H. Kunst. Ніз services have been invalua- 
ble. For faithful attention to duties, kindness to patients, skill in his 
professional department, and honest integrity in all others, he could be 
no better, and more need not be said. Мау he receive in all his future 
years, the meed he so truly deserves. i 

Of the Matron, (who being my wife,) it may not become me to speak, 
but in the attachments of the patients, and the economy of the house- 
hold, will her eulogy be found.

MY RETIREMENT, 


Although another meeting of the Board may intervene between this 
and the event to which your attention is about to be called, it is proper 
that you should now be apprised of the approaching termination of my 
labors and duties as Superintendent of this Institution. It is especially 
proper that your attention be called to this matter now, in view of this 
being the last annual report which it will be my duty to prepare. 

Six years have elapsed since our arrival here with the nine patients 
with which we opened this Hospital, occupying then the extreme southern 
one-story wing of the building. We Бате Бееп successively finishing 
and occupying other sections of the structure, until we.are now about to 
enter and осспру the centre building, having advanced from the humble 
beginning with nine patients to the present number of over two hundred, 
and that number to be вооп increased to two hundred and fifty. 

When we accepted the urgent call to leave our post of duty in Ohio, 
to aid in opening and developing the Hospital of West Virginia, it was 
with confident assurances of belief that there would be a steady progress

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in the improvement, so that by this period the Hospital would be fully 
developed, leaving little or nothing for the Superintendent to do but the 
regular and ordinary duties of managing an established institution. That 
expectation has been only partially realized: The development, for good 
and sufficient reasons doubtless, has progressed only to and including 
the centre building,—but, in the mean time, the years have gone by aud 
the period of time arrived when, after full forty years of hard profes- 
sional labor, fifteen of them in the management of the insane, I .have 
long contemplated retiring from such laborious and responsible duties 
as the position demands. This desire has been well known to this Board 
for at least two or three years. It is possible that the coincidence of this 
period arriving just at the time of а political.change in the State govern- 
ment, may convey the impression to others that the retirement is in part 
suggested by such change. This is not in the slightest degree the case. 
In a few weeks or months that period in life will have arrived to which I 
have long been looking as a suitable one to drop into retirement or into 
less responsible and wearing duties. І shall then have spent my three- 
всоге-уеатз upon the earth, and should Providence spare me the allotted 
additional ten, duty to myself and duty the publie require that they should 
be spent elsewhere than in a hospital for the insane. I therefore tender 
to you my resignation, to take effect, on the first day of Juiy, 1871. "This 
time is named for two or three simple reasons: It will give time for the 
deliberate action of the Board in view of the change. It will also en- 
able a successor to prepare himself for assuming the duties. It will also 
enable me to aid in completing the centre building and put its surround- 
ings in order, should an appropriation be made that would enable even so 
much to be accomplished ; and lastly, it will just complete the fifteenth 
year of my service in the specialty. 

Before closing, permit me again, in view of the coincidence of my re- 
tirement and the change in the State government, and the inferences that 
may arise in the minds of some, to express the hope that the benevolent 
institutions of West Virginia will never be made political foot-balls, that 
the good men of all parties will unite in the effort to avoid the sad ex- 
periences of several of the other States, by combatting and warding off 
the conclusion that political changes in the State government, must, as a 
matter of course, revolutionize them. Му knowledge of the experiences 
of others, and the near approach of my own retirement, will, I trust, per- 
mit the freedom of this admonition. А sad day will dawn upon these 
institutions if such admonition be unheeded. 

I shall ever remember, with most grateful beart, the uniform kindness, 
friendship and sympathy that have been extended to me and to my fam- 
Пу by this Board. Accept my hearty wishes for your personal welfare 
and happiness, and may God in all the future hold his protecting hand 
over the institution in your care.
